A Vancouver newspaper- 
man, Province city editor 
Bruce Larsen, was warmly 
commended by the provin- 
cial government for his part 
in the dramatic events at} 
Oakalla Prison Farm Mon-| 
day when a guard was held 
captive, at razor’s edge, for 
six hours 

Loveless was turned over un- 
harmed to Larsen after the news- 
paper man promised them that 
their story of what they said was 
wrongful conviction as attempted 
murderers would be carried in the 
paper 

Larsen secured the release of the 
guard by promising three 20-year 
convicts he would print an extra 
edition of his paper to tell their 
side of their story. The extra was 
on sale in downtown Vancouver by 
9 pm ; 

Acting Attorney Eric 
Martin said today Larsen's quick 
thinking and his actions were 
tribute to B.C. journalism 

Larsen took part in one of the 
Most sensational episodes in B.C 
prison history as he negotiated the 
bizarre trade—an extra edition of 
his newspaper in exchange for the 
life of Ernie Loveless, 38, the 
guard 

Loveless was seized as a hostage 
in the barbering space at the end 
of a 90-foot corridor. The convicts 
lashed his hands together with wire 
and later demanded, and got, a 
pair of handcuffs for him.

“but the chance I had to free that 
guard.” 

“IT knew, because Tremblay had 
asked for me, that there was @ 
hope I could talk him out of it.” 

When Loveless had been re- 
leased to Larsen and the two men 
were walking down the corridor, 
the city editor said 

“It's damned fine 
walking.”

VANCOUVER (CP)—Prison guard Ernie Loveless 


told today how he lay silen 


tly, a convict’s razor at his 


throat, and listened to a newspaperman he couldn't see 


bargain for his life.

“It wasn't as bad as it 
seemed.” he said, “but it sure 
seemed bad at the time.” 

He was released Monday 
night after Larsen promised 
three convicts to have his paper 
put out an extra “to tell your 
story.” 

The men Marcel Frenette 
and Bob Tremblay of Montreal 
and Charlie Talbot of Vancou- 


ver—are serving 20 years for at- 
tempted murder. 

“They had no grudge against 
me,” Loveless said after his re- 
lease. “I was the man in charge. 
I was the nearest to the phone.” 

The Lethbridge-born guard, 
who joined Oakalla direct from 
the RCAF in 1946, said his great- 
est concern was worry for his 
wife He shouted to fellow 
guards not to tell Mrs. Loveless 
of his plight until the last pos- 
sible moment. 

Larsen was with the Winnipeg 
Tribune before coming to Van 
couver in January, 1950. 

The Vancouver Sun, rival to 
The Province in the afternoon 
field, ran headlines on the riot 
and. carried a front-page first 
person story by-lined “By Bruce 
Larsen, Province city editor” 
and headed “I Helped Save 
Life.” 

Larsen had spent the week- 
end in Winnipeg and “I prom- 
ised my wife faithfully I'd be 
home for supper Monday night.” 

He didn’t get home until 
Tuesday afternoon. 

“I went to the prison first 
about 3.15 -p.m.,” he said in an 
interview, “I made my first call 
my editor about 6.15 and 
asked him to go ‘extra.’ Then I 
asked him to call my wife and 
tell her I was in a conference.”

natural gas rates for the Lower By order-in-council he 
Mainland on completion of. the 
natural-gas pipeline from the 
Peace River area. The rates are 
from 23 to 52 per cent lower than 
those now charged for manufac- 
tured gas. 

The executive vice-president Dr 
H. L. Purdy said Monday night 
the complete scale of rates is lower 
in each category than those esti- 
mated at public hearings last year. 
‘They have been filed with the B.C. 
Pubic Utilities Commission 

Costs of natural gas will range 
from $2.24 a month for persons 
using it for cooking only, com- 
pared with $3 for manufacturec 
gas, to an average of $17.16 for 
cooking, house-and-water-heating, 
compared with $31.40 at present 

Dr. Purdy said the company will 
try “as far as humanly possible” 
not to increase rates after the 
operation starts. 

He said 24 propane gas tanks 
with 20,000 subic-foot capacity each 
will be built in nearby Surrey as 
“insurance” against a. pipeline 
break 

Vancouver rates will compare 
favorably” with rates in similar 
United States cities and will be 
lower than those paid in Toronto 
for gas imported from the US., 
Dr. Purdy added. Rates in Cal 
gary and Edmonton were about 
“half” of Vancouver's. 

The pipeline, due to be com- 
pleted about Nov. 1, will serve 
Vancouver and the nearby munici 
palities of Burnaby, Richmond 
New Westminster, North Vancou- 
ver, Port Moody, Port Coquitlam 
and districts.

Foster will be best remem- 
bered as the man who guided 
Jimmy “Baby Face” McLarnin, 
a sallow-cheeked Vancouver 
newsboy, to the world welter- 
weight championship.

And, of course the air 
reaches way above our heads 
Birds and airplanes fly in it 
The clouds float in it. Without 
the air there would be no rain- 
jbow. There would be no gaudy 
|dawns and sunsets. And there 
would be no glimmering north- 
ern lights, that tell us most 
about how high the air reaches 
above our heads 

Let's imagine the air to be 
arranged in layers of three 
and-a-half miles deep, one above 
the other. The thickest, or 
densest layer of air 
to the earth. This bottom layer 
of air weighs just as much as 
all the layers of air above it. 
The height of all the air above 
one square inch of beach is 
about 14%5 pounds. Half of that 
weight is in the bottom layer 
of air between the ground and 
3%3 miles overhead 

Half of what is left is in the 
j 3%-mile layer of air 
|Half of the remainder is in the 
third layer. And so it goes, as 
high as we have been able to 
measure. Of course, the thick 
jblanket of air is not arranged 
jin separate layers of this sort 
one above the other. This is 
just a way of understanding 
jthat the eir goes on getting 
jthinner and thinner the higher 
up we go. Three or four miles 
up, it is so thin that we need 
to take along extra oxygen to 
breathe 

Airplanes and rockets have 
been way up into the thin air 
|miles above the ground. But no 
one has been up to find the 
exact spot where the air comes 
to an end. All we can do is to 
estimate how far it goes from 
things we see in the sky. The 
| twilight colors the sky after the 
}sun is set. The rays of the sun 
are still shining through the air 
miles above our heads. Experts 
have discovered that there must

to burst into flame at 150 miles 
above the ground. But the high- 
est lights made by the atmos- 
phere are the auroras. It is 
true they need only a little air 
to make their shimmering 
streamers and delicate colors. 
They act very much like a neon 
light bulb. Most of the air has 
been taken from such a light 
bulb. Hence, the aurores can 
put on their shows in the thin, 
thin air way above the earth. 

It has been calculated that the 
northern lights operate from 60 
to 600 miles above the ground. 
So there must still be a little 
air, though not much, 600 miles 
above our heads. Beyond that 
it gets still thinner until at some 
point it finally peters out alto- 
geher. No one knows for sure 
where our air ends and empy 
space begins 


Andy sends a copy of The

Where does the compass point 
south of the equator? 

A compass does not even 
know when it passes over the 
equator. Its needle points to 
the earth's north magnetic pole 
even if it happens to be near 
the Antarctic circle. For the 
compass is a magnet. And every 
magnet on earth will swing one 
end to face the north direction 
if it is left free. The big round 
earth itself is a magnet Its 
north magnetic pole pulls the 
north seeking pole of every 
compass magnet towards it > 

You can see how this \onliagle 
with two small bar magnets. 
Place them touchng end to end. 
If they spring apart, you have 
touched together either the two 
north seeking poles or the two 
south seeking poles. If they 
cling together with magnetic 
force, you have placed two op- 
posite ends together. Opposite 
magnetic poles pull at each 
other The earth’s magnetic 
poles pull at the poles of every 
magnet, which includes the mag- 
netic needle of the compass 

Left to swing freely, one of a 
magnet will face the earth's 
north pole, the other will face 
the earth's south pole. This 
operates almost all over the 
earth. We call the pole of the 
magnet which points north the 
north pole. Actually it is the 
north-seeking pole, the very op- 
posite from the earth’s north 
magnetic pole
